Tes his letter Senator Dixon says:

Theodore Roosevelt or President Taft as 
their candidate in the approaching presi- 
dential campiagn, I hereby challenge you to 
a test by means of primaries in every state 
tm the union.” 

Senator Dixon states that the obvious pur- 
pose of both the Republican campaign com- 
mittees is to elect a Republican next fall, 
that both are interested primarily in the suc- 
cese of the party, and that the first requisite 
to euch success is to choose the candidate 
with the greatest popular strength. 

“We ought to have a free and voluntary 
expression of opinion directly from the vot- 
ere who will carry the ballots that will 
determine finally the verdict at the polls.“ 
the letter continues. The time to find out 
what the voters want is before the nom- 
ination is made, rather than afterward. It 
will be too late after the convention is held. 


Committee Not Justified. 

Senator Dixon states that the national 
committee Was not tified in leaving the 
primary question to the action of the states. 

“In every state and district in the union 
proper arranzements can be made and et- 
fectively carried out,.“ he says, for securing 
a free and voluntary expression of the will 
of the Republican voters. If it cannot be 
done by aatatewide primary, which would be 
preferablé, it can be arranged for districts 
under the supervision of proper committees.” 

The letter calle attention to the various 
states where arrangements have been or are 
being made for primaries, and adds: 

“With your coUperation similar arrange- 
mente no doubt can be effected In all other 
atatea where legislatures are not now con- 
sidering the enactment of presidential pret- 
erence primary laws.

Their 15 year 
old daughter and two servants were the only 
Persons who were in the house. 


Dies While Daughter Seeks Aid. 

Mr. Holland complained to his daughter 
that he was not well and said that he would 
rest on his bed fora bit. Miss Holland was 
alarmed from the fact that Mr. Holland had 
been in the very best of health, apparently, 
and went to summon a physician, Dr. H. C. 
Miller. When she returned to the bedroom 
from the telephone, five minutes later, Mr. 
Holland was dead. Dr. Miller arrived a few 
moments afterward and found that death 
had been caused by angina pectoris or hard- 
ening of the arteries surrounding the heart.

Miss Camitta admitted she saw no clubbing 
of women or children in the station nor any 
injured after the affray: 

“T did see the police clubbing women who 
were in the patrol wagon,” she said. “ The 
wazon was crowded; and the police were 
thrusting the women about with their clubs.” 

The witnese refused to advance an opinion 
on how many women were in the wagon, 
but said she saw more than one wom#h 
beaten. At no time, she said, had she ob- 
served any outrages committed by the 
militiamen. 

Miss Camitta told of detectives visiting 
the homes of parents of Lawrence children 
and threatening them if they sent their chil- 
dren away. 

“In all cases where children were to be 
taken to Philadelphia?’ asked Chairman 
Henry, Did you have the parents’ con- 
sent?“ 

In every case,” she said. 


Nothing in Nature of Kidnaping. 

“There was nothing in tte nature of kid- 
naping?“ 

Absolutely not. and we took | every precau- 
tion to assure that the homes intended for the 
children should have the best possible sur- 
roundings.”’ 

Simon Knebel, another member of the com- 
mittee from Philadelphia and organizer of 
the Industrial Workers of the World. was the 
next witness.

Right of Appeal of Federal Employes ‘ 


to Congress Demanded. 


Washington, D. C., March 5.—President 
Seth Low of the National Civic federation, at 
the opening session of that organization's 
annual convention here today, declared the 
leaders of the Lawrence, Mass., textile 
strike were revolutionary socialists belong- 
ing to the Industrial Workers of the World. 

It is due to this fact,“ said he, that it 
has been so hard to find a basis of bettle- 
ment, for the revolutionary socialists do not 
seek a settlement of labor troubles. They 
are seeking a social . e not a social 
evolution.” 

Defending the an nism of organized 
labor to non-union labor, Mr. Low said the 
unions were forced to recognize in the non- 
union element “ the club which the employ- 
er uses te deprive them of their own right to 
collective bargaining for their labor.“ 

Referring to the McNamara case, he said 
it had demonstrated to organized labor that 
if in the future it wished to commmand pub- 
lic sympathy and confidence it must be 
prompt th disown all violence connected with 
the struggles of labor.“ 


Pleas for Industrial Peace. 

Cardinal Gibbons, who presided; at the 
morning session, spoke on the relation of 
capital to labor, their interdependence, and 
the growing power of union labor in its de- 
mands for betterment of working conditions 
and higher wages. He paid tribute to the 
workman and declared the motto of both 
employer and employé should be Labor and 
capital, one and inseparable, now a" for- 
ever.” 

ExtoMing federal arbitration of * utes 
between the railroads and their employés, 
Presiding Judge Hartin A. Knapp of the 
United States Commerce court prophesied 
that such government arbitration eventual- 
ly would be extended to include other forms 
of business where trouble affecting the pub- 
lic might arise.

San Francisco, Cal., March 5.—Eugene E. 
Schmitz, former mayor of San Francisco, 
who was indicted in May, 1907, on chargesof 
having bribed a supervisor in the so-called 
gas cases, was set free today by a Superior 
court jury acting under instructions from 
Judge William P. Lawlor. 

The court held that no evidence connecting

“In short, I am not concerned with the 
welfare of any one man in this matter, not 
with Mr. Taft's welfare, not Mr. La Fol- 
lette a, and, least of all, with my own; Iam 
concerned only with the welfare of the peo- 
ple of the United States. 


Certain to Be Misunderstood. 


Now, your point is that when I feel thus 
I ought to be willing to state openly what I 
feel instead of answering as I have hitherto 
answered to those who have asked me 
whether I would accept if nominated, that in 
the words of Abraham Lincoln I was not re- 
quired to cross that bridge until I came to it. 

The reason is that in making any state- 


| ment it is not only necessary to consider 


what the man actually means and actually 
says, and will be understood as saying by 
people who intelligently accept his state- 
ment at its face value, but also to consider 
what the statement will be held to mean by 
the great mags of people who are obliged to 
get their information more or less at second 
hand, and largely through instrumentalities 
like mest of the New York dailies, whose one 
purpose, as far as I am concerned, is to in- 
vent falsehood and to distort truth. 

„It at this time I announce that I would 
accept if nominated, it would be blazoned 
abroad by ‘all my enemies, and ultimately be- 
lieved by a large portion even of my good 
friends and well wishers, that I had im my 
own interest announced my candidacy, that 
I was an active candidate, that I was striv- 
‘ing by every means to secure the nomination 
for president. 


Gites His Former Announcement, 


At this time—whatevee may be the case in 
the future—I do not see that any other out- 
come could be expected. It is simply a case 
where the language would not be accepted at 
ite exact face value, and would inevitably be 
given a false construction, and this being so, 
it geems to be wise not to use the language. 

Let me illustrate what I mean by re- 
ferring you to the language in which after 
the election of 1904 I announced that I would 
not be a candidate for renomination. At the 
time good friends of mine suggested that I 
should use some such formula as stating that 
I would not be a candidate in 1908 because of 
the custom that had grown up not toelect a 
| man ag president for a third consecutive 
term, but on thinking it over I became con- 
vinced that it I used such language it would 
inevitably be taken as an announcement that 
I would be 4 candidate for another term in 
1912—and this in spite of the fact that, of 
course,’ the laaguage, if taken literally, would 
only have referred to 1908 and have had no 
more bearing on 1912 than on 1916 or 1948. 


Stated in Plain Language. 


*“ Accordingly I used language which sim- 
“piv stated that I paid heed to the essence 
and not the form of the wise custom of our 
forefathers in reference to the third term; 
the essence, of course, being that the cus- 
tom applied just as much when my first 
term was the filling out of an unexpirec 
term of my predecessor as if it had been an 
elective term, and that on the other hand. 
it had no application whatever to the can- 
didacy of a man who was not at the time 


in office, whether he had or had not been 


president before. 

** Yet, even as it was, nen at once began 
to ask me whether my ‘refusal was to be 
held to apply to 1912 or to 1916; to which 
I, of course, responded that it would be 
preposterous to answer any such question 
one way or the Other. 

„By the way, I may recall to you that the 
very papers which are now howling to have 
me make some public statement are the ones 
which four and five years ago, when I had 
made a definite public statement, were con- 
tinually howling I should make some ad- 
ditional statement. 


| Liable to Abuse by Editors, 

These people, people such as the editors 
of the néwspapers above reierred to, are 
not honest; they do not wish the truth, and 
to pay any heed to their demands would 
be worse than folly. It at present 1 said 
what you think I ought to say, they would 
merely substitute a worse set of misstate- 
ments for the set to which they are now 
giving currency. 

Now, my dear sir, as to what you say 
as to the desirability, no matter what the 
result, of my being ‘frank’ and telling the 
| whole public what I feel without regard to 
whether or not it can be misrepresented, let 
wea refer you to Lincoln. : Surely there was 
never a more straight-forward, nor a more 
sincere man than Lincoln, nor a man who 
more wnhesitatingly, whenever the fit oc- 
casion arose, took the public fully and freely 
{nto his entire confidence. But he consistently 
declined to make statements, which though 
true, would give opportunities for misrep- 
resentation. He sometimes made denials of 
false and scandalous accusations, when he 
deemed it necessary; but again and again he 
refused to do so when he thought that the 
denial would merely do additional harm. 


No Explanation to Enemies. 
When accused of having accepted money 
for a political speech, he wrote frankly to a 
correspondent who made inquiry, stating 
exactly what happened, but adding: 

„I have made this explanation to you as. 
a friend, but I wish no explanation made to 
our — ea a0 hon & went is a 4 —— 
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and a fuss, and that they can have if we 
explain; and they cannot have it if we don’t.’ 

Later, when nominated, he received, as 
he says, a large number of letters asking 
that he declare his opinions on certain polit- 
ical points, and a large number of letters 
beseeching him to write nothing upon those 
political points, and to all alike he answered 
| that his position had already been taken, 
and that he had nothing to add to or take 
from it. 

„ Again, when he was asked to deny the 
statements that he had been in a Know 
Nothing lodge, he wrote confidentially to his 
correspondent, saying, that the allegation 
was false, but adding: ‘ Now, a word of cau- 
tion. Our adversaries think they would gain 
a point if they could force me openly to deny 
the charge. 


Follows Example of Lincoln. 


In one of his letters he says in reference to 
the suggéstion that he make public some 
disclaimer that he does not intend to do so 
because in his judgment it would do no 
good, adding: Those who will not read or 
heed what I have already publicly said 
would not read or heed a repetition of it. 

Now, my dear sir, it seems to me that the 
homely common sense with which Lincoln 
spoke in these letters which I have quoted 
can be applied now. Nothing I could say, no 


to prevent deliberate misrepresentation by 
bad men designed to puzale and mislead good 
men who from the nature of the case could 
not be expected to have first hand informa- 
tion. 

They now misrepresent my position de- 
| signedly and purposely. They would merely 

misrepresent it even more effectively if I 
should at this time make the statement you 
desire. It may be that in the end it will be 
necessary to make such a statement or some 
other public statement, but the time is not 
now. 


Attitude Not a Pose. 


Tam well aware of the disadvantage of 
not making such a statement, but I think 
the disadvantage of making it would be 
greater. The position is a hard one It is 
hard for me; it is in some ways harder for 
disinterested men like yourself who believe 
that I could Wo service as president, and 
who naturally feel indignant that I do not 
come forward in a way which, as they 
think, would enable them to make me presi- 
dent (and, of course, the fact that I do not 
make it amply warrants you and all who 
think as you do, in at any time supporting 
any other man instead of me). 

“If my position were only a pose I should 
certainly act differently from the way I am 
acting, for I am well aware that the way 
I am acting is not the way in which to act 
if I desire to be made president. 
attitude is not a pose, I am acting as I do 
because, according to my lights, I am en- 
deavoring, in a not too easy position, to do 
what I believe the interests of the people 
demand. 


Must Be Judged by Hie Acts. 


From this standpoint I am convinced that, 
although it is entirely proper for other men 
to seek the presidency, it is neither wise nor 
proper for me to do sd, the conditions being 
what they actually are. I have been presi- 
dent; I was president for nearly eight years; 
I am well known to the American people; I 
am to be judged not by worde but by my 
acts, and, whether the people like me or dis- 
like me, they have these acts all before them 
for their decision—and nobody, my dear sir, 
has helped more than you have helped to bet 
these acts clearly before them. | 

My usefulness in the presidency as con- 
ditions now are would depend not merely 
upon the people wishing me to be president 
but upon their having good reason to believe 
that I was president because of their wishes, 
because of their desire that I should do a 
given job, which they felt I could do better 
than anyone else, and not because of any 
personal ambition on my part. 

“Under these circumstances. 1 must not 
put myself in a position which would look 
as if I were seeking the office, as if I were 
trying to get it for my own sake. 


Await Strong Popular Demand. 


“ I know well that this means, in all prob- 
ability, some one else will be nominated and 
elected; for where others actively seek the 
nomination, their friends, as is natural, 
actively work for them, and give the skillful] 
direction and leadership without which even 
a strongly aroused public opinion generally 
fails to find expression. 

Therefore I have all along felt that, even 
if there should be a strong popular demand 
for me (as to which I can pass no judgment), 
yet that, unless this demand were literally 
overwhelming, it could hardly make itself 
effective. But it seems to me that it is bet- 
ter that it should not make itself effective 
rather than that, by any action of mine, I 
should make it seem that I desire the presi- 
dency for my own sake or am willing to ac- 
cept it unless it comes to me as the result of 
a real popular movement. giving expression 
to a demand from at least a e e por- 
tion of the plain people, that I should under- 
take a given task in the interest of the 
people as a whole. Before I speak there 
should be some tangible evidence that such is 
the case. With very high regard, faithfully 
yours, ‘ THEODORE ROOSEVELT.”

Republican Executive Com- 
mittee Declares for Him 
for President. 


INDORSED BY 27 TO 1. 


Result Surprises Even Colonel’s 
Friends; Cecil Lyon Leads 
the Fight. 


Fort Worth, Tex., March 5.—[Spectal.}— 
The Taft forces went dows in defeat today 
before the Roosevelt men at a meeting of the 
Texas Republican executive committee. The 
„ surprised even the colonel’s support- 
ers. 


* . Vote of 27 to 1 the committee adopted: 
resolution indorsing Roosevelt for the | 
presidential nomination. ‘The resolution was 
tramsd by Cecil Lion, Texas’ national com- 
mitteéman, whom Taft sought to unhorse | 
and who tried ro get Roosevelt nominated 
at the last national convention over Taft. 


Kealing Fights for Taft. 

On the ground today, fighting for the presi- 
dent, was Joseph B. Kealing of Indianapolis 
and H. F. McGregor of Houston. The former 
was formerly federal district attorney at In- 
dianapolis and the latter selected by Taft to 
succeed Lyon as leader of the party in this 
etate. Kealing resigned his federal office 
when Roosevelt wanted him to prosecute the 
Indianapolis News for libel. 

Kealing this afternoon refused to admit 
fina! defeat and declares he and other Taft 
workers will lay plang to capture precinct 
and county delegates to the state convention. 
He intimated that William B. McKinley, 
manager for Taft, might come to Texas. 

The resolutions adopted by the committee 
this afternoon denounce President Taft, his 
campaign managers, and McGregor for al- 
leged ‘‘bulldogzing” and ‘‘coercion” of federal 
officerholders in this state. The ultimatum 
earried in the resolutions, directed to Taft. 
is “hands off.“ 

Fort Worth was selected for the State 
convention early in May. 


Oklahoma Control Certain. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., March 5.—Chairman 
Perry of the Roosevelt campaign committee 
is claiming 830 delegates for Roosevelt in the 
state Republican convention, and concedes 
only seventy-eight to Taft. Sixty of the dele- 
gates are recorded as being doubtful and 
contested, and eighty-five are yet to be heard 
from. The returns are authentic enough to 
show that Roosevelt supporters will be in 
absolute control of the state convention at 
Guthrie, March 14, 


WILSON LEADING IN KANSAS. 


Champ Clark Behind and in Counties 
Relied On to Give Him 
Majority. 


Topeka, Kas., March 5.—[Special,]—Champ 
Clark is behind in Kansas. Wilson is now 
leading the Missourian, having 147 dele- 
gates to the speaker's 141, and these dele- 
gates were elected out of counties that were 
relied. upon to give Clark a majority. 

Conventions in these counties, were called 
early by Clerk men to stampede Kansas tc 
Clark. Of the thirty-four counttés that have 
held conventions Wilson carried eighteen, 
divided the delegations in three more, leaving 
Clark only thirteen counties and a minority 
of delegates. 

The Wilson men predict that Clark will not 
have to exceed 250 yates of the 750 in the 
state convention. 


Washington. D. C., March 5.—[Special. 5 
Congressman McKinley, director of the Taft 
campaign, announced today that the work of 
rounding up delegates in Illinols for the 
president had been intrusted to Col. Frank 
Smith of Dwight, United States internal 
revenue collector for the Springfield district. 

Col. Smith reached Washington this morn- 
ing und his appointment as Taft manager 
in Illinois was announced this afternoon. 

He will confer with the president tomor- 
row on matters relating to the canvass and 
will then return to Chicago to open head- 
quarters.
